Only Three Found 
to Be Missing. 


Capt. McKenzie's Story 
of the Collision. 


San sre Backing When the 
Sausalito Struck Her. 


Had Life Preservers—A 
Heroic Fireman.

8 AN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.—So far as 


can be determined tonight, only 
three lives were lost in the colll- 
sion on the bay between the ferryboats 
San Rafael and Sausalito. Those who 
were drowned were: 
W. G. CRANDALL, secretary of the 
Long Syrup Works. 
GEORGE TREDWAY, a waiter on 
the San Rafael. 
THREE-YEAR-OLD SON of Mrs. 
Waller of Ross Valley. 
The body of Crandall was washed 
ashore at Angel Island today. In the 
panic that followed after the boats col- 
lided, about twenty passengers were 
more or less injured. A great many 
were cut when crawling through the 
cabin windows. 
Mrs. Waller of Rosa Valley was on 
the San Rafael with her two MIittle 
children, a bov and a girl. The girl, 
Ruth, was safely carried from the San 
Rafael to the Sausalito by William 
Beyd of the North Pacific Coast Rail- 
road Company, when the twe steam- 
ers were locked together. Mrs. Waller 


following Boyd to safety when the 
sinking steamer gave a sudden burch, 
and the little fellow was thrown from 
her arms. The mother cried fran- 
tically for someone to rescue the boy, 
but it could not be done, and he sank 
out of sight of his mother.

If there were more than three per- 
sons drowned it will not be known for 
eeveral days. No other persons are re- 
ported missing. At least 200 people were 
on the San Rafael. After the boats 
struck the Sausalito was brought up 
alongside the sinking San Rafael. It 
was fifteen minutes at least before the 
latter vessel went down. This gave am- 
ple time to transfer the most of the 
passengers. 
Capt. McKenzie of the San Rafael 
said the fog was as dense as he had 
ever seen on the bay. which he has 
deen navigating since 1849. | 
“Some time before the Sausalito got 
near us, said Capt. McKenzie, “I 
stopped my boat and blew the danger 
signal. The Sausalito answered with 
her two whistles, and I backed my boat. 
I kept her backing all the time, for I 
wanted to take unusual precaution. 
While we were backing I suddenly saw 
the dim outlines of the Sausalito's 
lights steaming head on under slow bell 
toward my boat. She was scarcely a 
boat’s length away when I first saw 
her. The Sausalito crashed into the 
San Rafael just a little forward of 
amidships, where the restaurant is sit- 
vated. It was quite a crash, but at the 
time I did not think it was serious

Men, 
women and children piled into them, 
but we put most of the passengers on 
the Sausalito by handing them over the 
rall. We passed the women and chil- 
dren over the rai) and through the win- 
dows, and most of the men hustied onto 
the Sausalito without any aid. 

“Nearly all of the passengers had on 
life-preservers, and after the first shock 
they behaved themselves very well. 
They were as codl and as nervy a lot 
of people as I would want to find any- 
where. The steamer was not settling 
very rapidly during the time we were 
getting the passengers aboard the Sau- 
salito. When her hold got full of water 
she started to sink very rapidly, but 
at this time all of the passengers were 
aboard the Sausalito. If some af the 
passengers did not jump  over- 
board during the panic immediately 
following the collision, and my 
personal opinion is that there were 
not any who were so foolish as to do 
that, I should say that there were not 
any lives lost. I am quite certain that 


transferring ot the passengers. Those 
that were in the water were hauled 
aboard with ropes, and everybody who 
went into the lifeboat that capsized 
had life-preservers on. 
“As the steamer sank, she listed to 
the starboard, and in going down, her 
forward mast nearly smashed one of 
the lifeboats that was lying alongside 
the Sausalito. I was the last man to 
leave the San Rafael, and when 1 
left the sinking steamer there was not 
a living soul aboard. I took a good 
look through the cabin, and even went 
below and cut the halter rope that 
held our freight horse, Dick. I tried 
to lead him out toward the deck and he 
balked. There was not much time to 
lose, so I just got him started so he 
could have a chance to get overboard 
when she sank, and possibly swim 
ashore. 1 don't know whether Dick 
got into the water or not, but when I 
left the San Rafael there was not a 
single passenger aboard the sinking 
steamer.” 
There is a discrepancy in the state- 
ments of Capt. Tribble of the Sausa- 
Uto and of Capt. McKenzie of the San 
Rafael concerning the circumstances 
immediately preceding the collision. 
Capt. Tribble says that the vessels 
bore on each other's port bows when 
first sighting cach other. while Capt.

As the San 
Rafael was sinking, it was remembered 
that her fires were still burning, and 
her boilers still hot. There was im- 
mediate danger of a terrible explosion, 
that would have rent both vessels 
asunder. Without a moment of hesita- 
tion. Gielow volunteered to dive iuto 
the hull and shut off the steam. Div- 
ing through the ‘submerged boiler- 
room, he reached the valves and shut 
off the steam, coming out half-suffo- 
cated. 
The San Rafael was the fastest 
ferryboat on the bay. She was built 
in New Tork and shipped across the 
continent in pieces, arriving on this 
Coast in 1877.

ASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—One of the 

W first measures of national interest 
which will be introduced in the 
Senate at the session which will begin 
tomorrow, will be a resolution looking 
to public action concerning the death of 
President McKinley. This will be pre- 
sented Tuesday by either Senator Fora- 
ker or Senator Hanna, probably the 
former, and after its intreduction, the 
Senate will adjourn immediately as a 
mark of respect to the memory of the 
dead President. 
The annual message of President. 
Roosevelt will not be received until 
Tuesday, and on this account the ses- 
sion Monday will be excedingly brief. 
It is not now expected that anything 
will be done that day beyond annouwnc- 
ing the death of Senator: Kyle, follow- 


with custom, will adjourn fér the day. 
Tuesday, the President's message Will 
be read, and after its reading, the an- 
nouncement of the death of President 
McKinley will follow at once, where- 
upon, under the precedent established 
when Presidents Lincoln and Garfield 
died, resolutions providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to act with 
a similar committee of the House of 
Representatives to take appropriate 
action relative to the matter, and then 
, calling for immediate adjourn for 
the day, will be adopted. He 
committees have been appointed to ar- 
range the detaijs.of public exercises, 
and ft is understood that plan will be 
pursued in this instance, and later 
in the session some public man of dis- 
tinetion will be invited to deliver an 
eulogy in the Capitol. 

Wednesday and Thursday will be 
devoted to the introduction of new 
bills, and, as usual, there will be a 
flood of them. Among the frst bills 
of importance to be presented, wil! be 
the Ship Subsidy Bill, which will be 
introduced by Senator Frye, and the 
Nicaraguan Canal Bill, which Senator 
Morgan will present. Senator Frye 
has not entirely completed his bill, but 
he said today that it would be different 
in many details from the old bill of 
last session, which measure was framed 
by former Senator Edmunds. Sens 
tor Frye himself is the author of the 
new bill, Senator Morgan's canal bill 
will be a duplicate of Representative 
Hepburn's bill on the canal question. 
Other early bills of importance will 
be one looking to the construction of a 
submarine cable from the western coast 
to Hawaii, and other providing for the 
establishment of a new executive de- 
partment, to be known as the De- 
partment of Commerce. Thursday the 
Senate will adjourn until the following 
Monday. 

The general opinion Senators 
is that very little real work will be 
done before the Christmas holidays. 
The first subject demanding attention 
is reciprocity. Various treaties are 
now pending in the Senate looking to 
commercial agreements between the 
United States and other countries. Sen- 
ator Aldrich will renew his efforts to 
have these treaties, which already have 
been reported from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, referred to the 
Committee on Finance, on the ground 
that they deal with tariff questions. 
The friends of the treaties will oppose 
this demand, a the preliminary 
skirmish expected to ensue, probably 
will serve to develop some interesting 
features. 

The early days of the session will 
be marked by the reorganization of the 
Senate committees, so far as may be 
necessary, and a caucus of the Re- 
publican members will be held tomor- 
row for the purpose of considering this 
question, and appointing a committee 
to suggest names for the 4 
The most important place to be filled 
is that of chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. 

It is generally considered that Sena- 
tor Cullom, who is the senior Repub- 
lican member of that committee, will 
succeed to the chairmanship.

SOLDIER'S DEATH SENTENCE. 
PRESIDENT CONFIRMS IT.

Roosevelt has confirmed a sentence of 
death imposed by a general court-mar- 
tial convened at Nueva Caceres, P. I., 
upon Private Daniel Healy, Co. C, 
Twenty-seventh — Infantry, who was 
tried for and convicted of murder and 
sentenced to be hanged. 

This is the second instance since Mr. 
Roosevelt entered upon his duties as 
President of the United States, wherein 
a death sentence imposed upon an 
American soldier has been approved by 
him. In but one case did the late 
President McKinley sign the death 
warrant of a soldier of the United 
States, that of Phineas Foutz, an Ohio 
soldier, who murdered his Filipino 
sweetheart. 

It is said at the War Department 
that Healy's crime was the shooting of 
a sergeant of his company, while the 
latter was asleep.

Ever sice 1897, when hides were with 
almost no warning taken from the free 
list and taxed 15 per cent., there has 
been grumbling and dissatisfaction in 
the leather, shoe, harness and belting 
trades. 

Prior to the enactment of the Ding- 
ley Bill hides had been on the free 
list continuously for twenty-five years, 
and the 1 and the indus- 
tries using leat had adapted them-

This clause of the Dingley U has 
proved a great hardship to Ay indus- 
tries using leather, and they have or- 
gan to secure itqg repeal. There 
are local leagues in the several sec- 
tions of the country, and these have 
recently perfec a national organiza- 
tion, of which the Hon. Charlies A.

The Dingley Bill, as reported by the 
Ways and Means Committee, and as it 
passed the House, retained hides on 
the free list, but at the behest of a 
few Populist Senators, who held the 
balance of power in the Senate, for- 
eign hides were made dutiable at 15 
per cent. ad valorem. It has never 
appeared that there was any particu- 
lar demand from any considerable num- 
ber of people for a tax on hides. 
only beneficiaries of the tariff on hides 
are the big dressed beef packers. 

On the other hand, the effect of the 
tax has been to discourage the efforts 
of the shoe manufacturers, who are 
building up an export traffic in shoes. 
The tariff is supposed to protect Ameri- 
can industry, and yet this particular 
clause not only fails to protect the 
American workman, but actually bene- 
fits the shoe operatives of England, 
France and Germany. The shoe manu-

to produce cheap leather and shoes. In- 
deed, by the peculiar operation of the 
draw-back clause of the Dingiey Bill, 
the American tanner receives a rebate 
of the duty on foreign 1 * if the 
leather made from them is exported. 
In this way the shoe manufacturers of 
Europe can buy leather in the United 
States for almost 15 per cent. less than 
our own manufacturers can pur- 
chase it.

Memorial Exercises of Elks and 
Address of Delmas—Hundreds Un- 
able to Get Into Theater. 


66 HE faults of our brothers we 
write upon the sands; their vir- 
tues upon the tablet of love and 

memory.” 

Yesterday all good Elkmen of Los 

Angeles drew this sacred tablet from 

their inmost hearts and read anew the 

names and virtues of their departed, 
washing away with their soul-tears 
any written sands there may have 
been. The sound of sweet music was 

\given wing by loving hearts to float 

afar into that fathomless Somewhere“ 

in which those other brothers are; the 
‘lofty words of strong men were 
launched on beyond the near human 
ears, to be gathered in across the si- 
lence by the eternal listeners . over 
there. Wherever that other place is 
whither the brothers of all Elks at some 
time go, it is only so far from earth 
as human love can reach, and in their 
beautiful memorial service yesterday 
the Los Angeles lodge proved the scope 
of its brotherly love. 

The throng that bade fair to 
outward the walls of the Burbank 
Theater yesterday afternoon, was an 
audience of bowed hearts; not sad 
hearts all, but reverent, bowed grace- 
fully to the occasion. There were at 
least 2700 people there, and it is hard 
ever to find a crowd of that size that 
is uniformly in harmony with a Wor- 
shipful hour. Nobody seemed to have 
come simply to enjoy the programme; 
nobody applauded at brave words or 
pleasing music—the people listened and 
accepted with the inner self. It spoke 
well for the congregation who rallied 
round the Elks at their prayer time. 

The audience was handsome and 
finely-dressed, as well as numerous; it 
was good to look from the wings back 
over the faces upraised there in the 
half-light during song and prayer and 
story; it was especially good to see 
when the tide rose full above the seats 
from wall to wall, and, Standing. every 
one joined with full accord at the 
close in the old hymn, “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee.” The fine octette had 
just poured the sweet strains of “The 
Holy City” into every thrilling ear, and 
the man of God on the platform had 
prayed over all with uplifted hands.

BYRON L. OLIVER'S TRIBUTE

are written indelibly upon our hearts, 
may the sweet incense be wafted 
back to us and fill our ves with 
higher aspirations and nobler purposes. 

“Well may we emulate the example 
which they set us in their daily con- 


the | duct and relationship with men, and in 


the observation of the beautiful pre- 
‘cepts of our order, which they so 
| dearly loved. Charity, justice, broth- 
erly love and fidelity are the cardinal 
principles of the Order of Elks. One 
rule of our charity which we are taught

“Reverently we recall the happy hours 
when we enjoyed their companionship 
felt the warm grasp of their hands and 
ealled them brothers; tenderly we laid 


‘them to rest, and though our lodge 


| rooms no longer witness their physical 
presence, they are to us not dead, but 
absent . 4 gone on the journey 
which each of us, when our allotted 
time has past, must take to realme be- 
yond the ken of mortal sight, where 
angels dwell in spirit forms, where 
peace benigniy reigns o'er all and sor- 
row ne’er is found in all the boundless 
limits of that land.” 

The speaker of the day, Hon. D. M. 
Delmas, the distinguished lawyer of 
San Francisco, shortly followed with 
his thoughtful talk, the product of a 
richly-stored mind, which he termed 
“a lay sermon.” Mr. Delmas advanced 
quietly from the wings almost before 
any one realized his presence, and im- 
mediately took to himself the full at- 
tention of the audience with his strong, 
reservéd manner and his eloquent right 
hand, which is almost continuously 
raised while he speaks. He spoke for 
almost an hour and it was a pleasure 
to hear him. There was scarcely a 
sound throughout the audience while 
he occupied the stage. 

THD ORATION OF DELMAS. 


Mr. Delmas framed. his address in 
the form of a narrative, telling the 
story of an hour he once chanced to 
spend in a little country church beside 
the sea, contrasting the lesson taught 
by the rough preacher there with the 
scenes of pompous worship which he 
had seen in the great cathedrals of Eu- 
rope, and thus leading up to the sim- 
ple creed of the order of Biks—the 
quiet, practical aid to and love of 
brother men. The eloquent speaker be- 
gan: 

“Nineteen centuries have now elapsed 
since this day was first consecrated and 
set apart to be kept among the Chris- 
tian peoples of the earth as a time of 
rest and worship. At its dawn all who 
are wont to kneel In the shadow of the 
cross lay aside the pursuits of active 
life—ite tolls, its struggles, its ambi- 
tions—and forget, if they may, its sor- 
rows and its sufferings, to devote them- 
selves to the contemplation of those 
higher duties which they owe to them- 
selves, to their fellowmen, and to that 
Power, eternal, infinite, omnipotent, 
which, by whatsoever name called 
among men, created the universe and 
rules the destinies of mankind. 

“Fitting, therefore, was it that of all 
days this should be selected by your 
order as the appointed time to recall 
the memory of those of its numbers 
who, separating themselves during the 
last twelvemonth from the ranks of its 
goodly procession and lying down for 
a moment by the roadside to rest, have 
fallen into that sleep which, while it 
closes the eyes of men upon the ob- 
jects of this world, opens them upon 
the realms of eternity. No hour could 
be more appropriately dedicated to the 
commemoration of the dead; none more 
fit to pronounce the eulogy of their vir- 
tues and their good deeds, to blot out 
with a tear all trace of their human 
imperfection, and to look above in the 
consolatory hope that their spirit, re- 
turning to the fountain of all life, there 
awaits the coming of those who are 
permitted to linger yet a while upon 
earth, 

“A stranger to your order in all save 
admiration and sympathy for the gen- 
erous spirit of brotherhood upon which 
it is based, the lofty ideals of conduct 
which it inculeates and the broad hu- 
manity which it diffuses and practices, 
I have come among you, honored by 
the invitation which makes me a share, 

the ennobling sentiments of the 
hour, and prigzing the privilege which 
permits me to join; I hope with no dis- 
cordant note, in the voicing of thoughts 
not inappropriate to the occasfon." 

“Riding along the coast southward of 

San Francisco, in the early part of 
last September, I stopped for rest, as 
twilight drew near, in one of the vil- 
lages which are scattered along at in- 
tervals on the narrow margin of land 
between the Santa Crus Mountains and 
the ocean. After the evening meal, 
when night had set tn, I heard not afar 
off the sound of a church bell, and 
turned my steps in the direction of its 
summons. The place I entered was 
striking only by its unpretending sim- 
plicity. Its white walls were barren 
of either ornament, or attempt at dec- 
oration. Chairs of common pattern, af- 
fording, it may be, a seating capacity 
for 1 persons; a plain desk placed 
upon a slightly-raised platform, and a 
small organ of ordinary design, made 
up the whole of its furnishings. The 
wooden floor was uncovered, save 
where a strip of matting had been 
stretched along the aisles. Less than 
twoscore attendants, of the farming 
and laboring classes, the minister and 
the organist constituted the whole con- 
gregation. * 
“The service had already commenced: 
and, as I came in, the minister was 
offering up a prayer. The Sunday was 
that during which the murdered Presi- 
dent lay upon that cou of suffering, 
which fate had decreed Bhould be his 
bed of death, while the nation, awe- 
stricken, was agjtated by an Agony of 
alternate hope and fear for his safety. 
Earnestly did the supplicant voice the 
universal anguish with which every 
American heart was filled. Impres-. 
aively d' he recount the story of that 
fife which, beginning amid the 
humblest surroundings, and exhibiting 
its first activities upon the country’s 
battle flelds, had risen from height 
to height, until it had reached the 
loftiest eminence which in the world 
of today it is in human power 
to attain. And when, at last, 
he turned to Him who holds in His 
mighty hands the fate of men and 
empires, imploring His infinite good- 
ness and mercy to spare the suffering 
martyr to the nation which had hon- 
ored him, to the people which loved 
him, and, more than all, to her who 
had been the gentle companion of hie 
manhood's years, and upon whom he 
had lavished with unstinted love and 
never-wearying tenderness the treas- 
ures of his heart, the voice of prayer 
broke into a wall of anguish. while 
the humble audience stood with bowed 
heads, hushed as mourners are hushed 
by the side of the uncloeed grave. 

“After giving out his text, from the 
fifth Eylstle of Paul to the Galatians, 
Ry love serve one another. For a! 
the law is fulfilled in one word. even 
in this, thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself,” he began by describing 
the events which were then agitating 
the city of San Francisco, 

“Where, he asked, was the cause of 
this sorrowful condition to be found? 
It was, he declared, in the spirit of ir- 
religion, of false religion. which per- 
vaded the land. It was because men 
had forgotten, or, remembering, i 
nored the teachings of the Master. who 
had said that the inſunction, “Thon 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.’ 
was the second of the great command 
ments, and was like unto the first 
which enjoined the love of God. Like 
the Israelites of old. they had for- 
saken the God of their fathers. and 
bowed in adoration before the shrine 
of the Golden Calf. The dominant re- 
ligion of the hour was the worship of 
ereed. not that of the Lord of infinite 
love. and Infinite justice. The subject 
of modern tdolatry was ‘heaps of Hu. 
ing cold that daily grow.’
